Under the rigid rules prevailing in the war chambers of the two departments, 
it was impossible to glean the purport of the lively interchange of cablegrams, 
but those who kept vigil at the mavy de partment during the night c@eld not help 
being impressed with the. idea that important communications were being re- 
ceived from the fleet. It was noticeable, too, that the officers went about their 
work in the “wee sma’ hours” with a cheerfulness that indicates that the news 
they were receiving was of an encouraging nature. 

It is understood that Sampson and Gchley now have a thorough understand- 
ing, and Sampson is now in in position to encounter-the Spanish fléet should it 
seek refuge in Cienfuegos or make a desperate dash for Porto Rico, as some of 
the naval experts fancy may be the intention of the Spanish admiral. 

It is thought that the Spaniards are still hoping to make a landing on the 
Cuban coast and they are maneuvering to mislead Sampson and draw him away 
from Cienfuegos.

PREMIER SAGASTA HAS COMPLETED 
THE NEW COUNCIL OF MINISTERS 


Madrid, May 18.—The new Spanish cabinet has been formed ag fo'lows: 
President of the council of ministers, Senor Praxedes Sagasta. 
Minister of foreign affairs, Senor Leon y Castillo. 

Minister of war, Lieutenant General Correa, 

Minister of marine, Sefior Aunon, 

Minister of the colcries, Senor Romero Giron, 

Minister of finance, Senor Lopez Puigceiver. 9 

Minister of the intericr, Senor F. R. Capdepon, 

Minister of justice, Senor C. Grezard. 

Minister of public instruction, Senor Gamazo. 

The premier will act as foreign minister pending the arrival here of Senor Cas- 

etillo. 

Praxedes Mateo Sagasta, the premier, is the leader of the liberal party. Ele 
was born in 1827, an engineer by profession, and has been in public life since 18M. 
In 1870 he was appointed minister of state and later he became president of the 
council. Under the presidency of Marshal Serrano, in 1274, Sagasta was successively 
minister for foreign affairs, minister of the interior and president of the council 
of ministers. When the cabinet of Senor Canovas del Castillo was overthrown early 
in 1881, Sagasta and Marshal Martinez de Campos, by a coalition, came into power 
and remained in office until October, 1883. Sagasta was again in power in 1885 and 
in 1888, and in 1895 his ministry resigned and was succeeded by that of Senor Can- 
ovas del Castillo. The latter, after his assassination, was temporarily succeeded 
as premier by General Azcarraga, the then minister for war, after which ~_— 
Sagasta again came into power. 

Senor Leon y Castillo, the new Spanish minister for foreign affairs, was, until 
his appointment, Spanish minister at Paris. 

Lieutenant General Miguel Correa y (iarcia, the minister for war, succeeds 
himself. He is an artillery officer and was formerly governor general of the Balea- 
ric isiands. 

Senor Vicente Romero Giron, the new minister for the colonies, was minister 
for justice in the last cabinet. He is a well known lawyer. 

Senor Joaquin Lopez Puigceiver, the new minister of finance, succeeds himself. 
He has previously been minister of the interior, of public works and minister of 
agriculture. 

Senor Trinitario Ruiz Capdepon, the new minister of the interior, succeeds him- 
self. He was minister of the colonies under Sagasta in 1888.

Charleston Will Require 24 Days To 
Make the Trip from San Francisco 
to Manila, but Dewey Can 
Await Its Coming with 
Patience. 


Washington, May 18.—Secretary Long 
gave out the welcome information today 
that the battleship Oregon, the second larg- 
est craft in the American navy, had suc- 
cessfully completed her long trip from San 
Francisco, making the entire circuit of 
South America, and was now safe. Wheth- 
er or not she has joined Admiral Sampson's 
fleet, the secretary would not say. 

The rigid secrecy of the navy department 
was relaxed only enough to make known 
the best news the navy department had 
received since the battle of Manila, as it 
meant not only that the Oregon was out 
of harm’s way from a4 concerted attack 
on this one ship by the whole Spanish 
squadron, now in soutbern waters, but also 
that her great fighting strength would be 
added to Admiral Sampson’s force in the 
near future, if indeed it had not already 
augmented the admiral's strength. 

The Oregon left San Francisco about six 
weeks ago, before~ the war had pened, 
and at that time it was not admitted that 
he was to join the ships in Atlantic “wa- 
8 She stopped at Callao for dispatches 
and then went round the horn and then up 
the east coast of South America. In all 
the trip covered more than 13,000 miles. 
The last stretch, from Bahia to the Wind- 
ward islands, has been fo lowed with anx- 
iety by navy officials, for by a strange 
coincidence the formidable Spanish squad- 
ron of armored cruisers and torpedo boats 
approached the Windward islands at the 
very time when the Oregon was due there. 

Apprehensive of Torpedo Boats. 

It had been suspected that the Spanish ad- 
miral would try to intercept the battleship 
with his superior force, and before leaving 
Bahia Captain Clark, of the Oregom, was 
warned to keep a close lodkout for the 
Spanish fleet. In reply, Captain Clark ex- 
pressed his confidence in being able to hold 
his own single-handed with the Oregon 
against all the Spanish’ cruisers. The only 
apprehension he felt was as to the torpedo 
boats under the Spanish admiral’s. com- 
mand, for these are a new and practically 
unknown element against the modern bat- 
tleships, and Captain Clark, while confident 
of holding out against these also, said a 
chance blow might be struck by them. 
Notwithstanding Captain Clark’s assur-

Long Joins War Board. 

Late in the day Secretary Long joined 
the war board, which had been in session 
for some hours, to participate in the discus- 
sion of its plans, which are believed to 
have been materially modified by the news 
received from the Oregon. 

The cruiser Charleston, which started to- 
day on her long journey to meet Admiral 
Dewey at Manila, should arrive there in 
about twenty-four days, aHNowing a couple 
of days at Honolulv for coal. 

Nothing better illustrates the value of the 
swift, long range cruisers of the type that 
make up the Spanish flying squadron than 
the fact that they would be able to make 
such a run as this directly from San Fran- 
cisco to Manila without stopping anywhere 
for coal at a rate of speed about 25 per 
cent greater than the Charleston. Admiral 
Dewey’s cablegrams show that he is able 
to maintain the ground he has gained until 
re-enforcements arrive in the usual] course, 
so that the Charleston will get there in 
time to serve his purposes. The stock of 
ammunition which the Charleston carries 
is believed to be the great essential just 
now, the flerce engagement at Cavite hav- 
ing consumed a large part of the American 
admiral’s shot and shell. 

Trere is a great deal of talk at the war 
department today of the possibility of an 
issue by the president of another call for 
volunteers, but careful inquiry tends to 
warrant the statement that this is at least 
premature and that no further call is likely 
to issue until the aggregate number of soli- 
diers already called for have responded amd 
have been duly equ d for service. The 
matter of equipment of new troops is the 
main source of delay and promises to be- 
come even worse in the future. 


SPANISH BOATS AT ST. PIERRE. 
Terror Is Coaling at Fort de France 
and Will Join the Fleet. 

St. Pierre, Martinique, May 18.—The 
Spanish torpedo boat destroyer Terror 
is coaling at Fort de France and may 


leave at any moment to join the Span- 
ish fleet at Cuba or Porto Rico.

MRS. GLADSTONE NEVER LEFT HIM 


All England Now Mourns a Man the 
Whole World Had Learned To 
Love and Respect—He Was 
Free from Pain to the 
End. 


Hawarden, May 19.—Gladstone died at 
5 o'clock this morning. The termporary 
improvement last night in his condition did 
not continue. At 4 o’clock yesterday even- 
ing his physicians said they expected the 
end at any minu‘te. Mr. Gladstone’s tempo- 
rary rally lasted until about 4 o’tlock this 
morning. The relapse at that time was 
quite acute. 

During the crisis Mr. Gladstone’s breath- 
ing was thirty-six to the minute, and the 
members of the family were summoned. 
Rev. Stephen Gladstone read prayer and 
hymns, including Mr. Gladstone’s favorite, 
“Rock of Ages.”’ 
ed Mr. Gladstone was heard to murmtr 


When this was conclud- 


“Our Father.” He did not speak again or 


show consciousness. 


All night long a weary vigil was main- 
tained. The whole family was fn and out 
of the sick room. 
~ Mr. Giladsetone remained throughout the 
night at the bedside of her dying husband. 
She could not be induced to leavé him even 
to take refreshments. 

The end came peacefully and his life 
went quietly out. 

Mr. Gladstone had been unconscious prac- 
tically all day, though at times he seemed 
to recognize for a moment some of the 
watchers about him. Certainly he did rec- 
ognize his wife, who was beside him all 
day, except when the physician prevailed 
upon her to rest. She tenderly clasped her 
husband’s hand as she watched him. Ap- 
rarently he slept a good deal, occasionally 
he uttered a few words in an incoherent, 
dreamy way, words which those who were 
watching were unable to catch. Their only 
consolation was that he was not suffering 
pain. No narcotics were administered.

Washinecton, May 18.—The complete {so- 
lation of General Blanco from the outside 
world is now looked upon by leading mil- 
itary and naval authorities as an essential 
move to be executed a* the earliest possible 
imoment. The pressing need of this has 
became mcre evident within the last few 
days since General Blanco known to 
have teen in constant cable communication 
with the admiral of the Spanish squadron 
and also with Madrid. He has thus been 
an intermediary between the government 
and the admiral, informing them of h'‘s 
own needs and advising them on matters 
of policy. The authcrities here feel the 
need of bringing this communication to

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BLANCO EXPECTS SPANISH FLEET 


Captain General Announces That. Aid 
Is Coming to Havana. 

Key West, May 18.—The Spanish’ fleet is 
momentarily expected in Havana. For the 
last two nghts Morro castle light,which has 
not been. burning since the blockade com- 
menced, has blazed a red signal to guide 
the Spanish warships into the harbor. 

Some information ‘regarding the move- 
ments of the fleets has reached General 
Blanco, This. information must have come 
from Madrid, for the news of the sighting 
of the Cape Verde fleet off the coast of 
Venezuela could scarcely have penetrated 
Havana by last Sunday, yet on that day 
General Blanco caused it to be Officially an- 
nounced to his soldiers and to the people 
of Havana that a powerful fleet with re- 
enforcements and@ supplies had eluded the 
American fleet and was approaching. 

This news was brought by a Cuban scout 
picked up in a boat near Cojimas on Sunday 
night, who brought the information to the 
blockading squadron under cover of dark- 
ness and then returned to land.

Ae Se LEE 
Warship Passing Out at Fort Monroe 
Has Narrow Escape. 

Newport News, May 18.—A United States 
warship which sailed from Fortress Mon- 
roe since the government completed the 
work of planting mines in Hampton Roads 

is lucky to be afloat today. 

A man who assisted in the work of plac- 
ing the explosives in the harbor and who 
is still in the service of the government 
relates that one of the vessels struck a 
mine and so seriously damaged it that it 
had to be taken to a point near the Rips 
Raps yesterday and blown. He says he aid- 
ed im taking the mine up and towing it to 
the place at which it was destroyed. The 
ship’s keel made a large hole in it. 

The same man said that during the day 
he assisted in bringing to the surface for 
examination another mine. A lieutenant 
named Shultz was present, and when the 
mine was got up where it could be seen, it 
was found that the wire forming the con- 
nection with the electric batteries had 
either been broken or cut near the cape. 
The lieutenant, he says, expressed the 
opinion that it had been cut.

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Wealthy Cigar Man Says: Block 
ate Won't Force Surrender, 


ASSERTS: CUBANS WILL FIGHT 


Senor Bach Announces That 20,000 
Americans Can't Take the Island, 


HE EXPECTS UNITED STATES TO WIN 


German Who Resides in Havana Says 
the War Will Never Be Ended as 
It Is Now Being Carried on 
and Intimates It Will 
Be Hard To Win. 


Key West, May 18.—Senor G. Bock, the 
wealthy Havana cigar merchant, who is 
waiting here for permission to go to Ha- 
vana on the German steamer Polaria, de- 
nies the stories of suffering and of star- 
vation in the large Cuban towns. He claims 
to have over 6,400 men working on his to- 
bacco plantations and who, incidentally, 
are raising food enough for themselves and 
@ large community besides. 

Senor Bock says he is iffformed as to 
the real situation and can set as many 
more men at work raising food stuffs when- 
ever needed. The farmers who are raising 
produce for the Spaniards, he explains, 
are armed and protected by the government 
and Me asserts that the present blockade 
cannot starve Havana or any other part 
of Cuba into surrender in a hundred years. 

When asked what was becoming of the 
Cuban population meanwhile, he shrugged 
his shoulders and remarked: 


‘The stories of the burned flelds and 
desolated farms between Havana, Sagua 
La Grande and Matanzas, told by American 
investigators, were true when written, but 
a fortnight puts those farms in working 
order unprotected by the government, and 
we are raising crops every forty days. 

“The island will be captured by the 
United States, the force against us is too 
great, but it will be many months yet. 
lem a German. Yes, 1 am aiso a Span- 
iard, but I wish it were all over tomorrow. 
Yet it will neverebe ended as the war is 
now being carried op. Twenty thousand 
American troops landed there cannot take 
the island. It is not like the Philippines. 
The people of Cuba are armed by “the 
government and they will fight. How 
soon I go? I do not know; I wait now 
for the permission. I know the situation 
and am not afraid of starvation of Havana. 


‘Further, you have four weeks now to the 


sick season and fighting for you then will 
be impossible.” 


The naval authorities here are said to be 
fighting vigorously against the release of 
the Polaria. They say her admission to Ha- 
Vana now would be the height of folly, and 
it is believed that the permit which it 
was understood had been granted her to 
proceed to Havana, will, if it has actually 
been issued, be canceled on representations 
to Washington: Naval officers point out that 
while the Cilenfug»os cable had been cut, 
cable communication between Havana and 
Madrid is still continued, probably through 
the Santiago de Cuba cable, which, it is 
understood, was to be cut by a detached 
vessel of Rear Admiral Sampson's squad- 
ron. 

Thus, while the situation here is so critl- 
cal that the censor is suppressing all in- 
formation as to the direction and move- 
ments of the two United States squad- 
rons, it would be most unwise to send to 
Havana a self-announced Spaniard and an 
English newspaper correspondent, Mr. 
Knight, of The London Times, both of 
whom are fully infotmed of the very facts 
this government is endeavoring to keep 
from Spain.

The storm which worked such devasta- 
tion in the rich farming counties along the 
eastern border of Iowa and western Illinois 
started shortly after 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, a mile north of Stanwood... From Stan- 
wood the sterm moved rapidly in a north- 
easterly direction, passing over the north- 
eastern part of Clinton county, and then 
over the southeastern portion of Jackson 
county. 

This section of the state is thickly set- 
tiled. No towns were in the path of the 
storm, but farmhouses and barns were 
torn to pieces by the score. 

The storm was seen approaching by many 
of the farmers and they sought refuge in 
the cellars. At least twenty-five were; how- 
ever, unable to find shelter and probably 
as many more were seriously injured by 
fiying timbers. The path of the storm 
varied from forty yards to eighty feet. 
Trees and outhouses were torn to pieces. 

Reofs of farmhouses were lifted like 
Straws and carried for half a mile and 
then hurled against the walls of big stock 
barns, cutting them in two and killing 
hundreds of cattle which had taken ghel- 
ter in the sheds from the storm's fury. 
Half a dozen school] buildings are known 
to hive been degtroyed, but it is not 
thought that any of the pupils perished, 
most of them having just about reached 
home when the sterm broke. 

Near Preston, lewa, more buildings were 
destroyed than in aby other locality, leay- 
ing scarcely a house standing. Five per- 
sons lost their lives here. Charles Fora, 
with his wife and three children, had their 
home torn to pieces and were crushed to 
death under the falling walis. 

The cyclone crossed to I)Nnolis between 
Savannah and Thompson. One family of 
four persons were wiped out near Savan- 
nah. Passing to the east, much damage 
was done, but it was confined almost entire- 
ly to outbuildings, etc. No lives were 
thought to have been lost anywhere in 
Illinois, except those mentioned near Sa-

Another tornado formed at Amboy, Il 
shortly before dark this evening. ; The 
storm cloud formed about gix miles south 
of Amboy and took an easterly course. It 
traveled about twenty miles without chang- 
ing its course and destroyed everything in 
its path. Orchards, farmhouses and barns 
were destroyed, but no lives are known to 
have been lost. Owing to the peculiar 
atmosphorie condition Prevailing all after- 
noon, the inhabitants were on the outlook 
for just what happened. At the first alarm 
they took to the cellars and many of them 
were imprisoned for hours by the timbers 
of their wrecked homes. Live stock suf 
fered considerably and the loss to prop- 
pe Bsc al will amount to thousands of 
At Antigo, Wis., scores of houses were 
leveled, many were unroofed and a score of 
people were injured.

Old German Statesman Declares 
‘United States Caused War 


CVILUATION. HURT, HE SAY 


Pince Declare That All Europe Should 
Stand Solidly Together 


ASSERTS AMERICANS ARE NOT SAXONS 


The Old Chancellor Maintains That the 
Union Will Now Have To Keep 
Up a Large Navy and That 
It Will Be Expensive to 
United States. 


Friederichsruhe, May 18—The cold and 
rainy weather has increased Prince Bis- 
marck’s .neuralgia and aggravated the 
swelling of his legs and he has been un- 
able to leave his bed for several days. Dr. 


Schweninger is again here and is dis- 


quieted about his patient. 


The prince, therefore, is unable to re- 


ceive visitors, but a correspondent of the 


Associated Press, from members of the 


family, has been able to obtain the views 
of the former chancellor on the war and 
the suggested Anglo-Saxon alliance, as ex- 
pressed by the prince at his most recert 
talk. In substance Prince Bismarck con- 
demns the war outright. He says it is due 
to systematic American provocation which 
finally became unbearable. He adds: 


“The whole course of the Washington 
administration has been insincere. 

“My views of war are well understood. 
l have always held that it is only defensi- 
ble after all other remedies have failed. 
The result of the war cannot be wholesome 
either to America or Europe. The United 
States will be forced to adopt an inter- 
meddling policy, leading to unavoidable 
frictions. She thus abandoned her tra- 
ditional peace policy and in order to main- 
tain her position she must become a mili- 
tary and naval power—an expensive lux: 
ury which her geographic position render- 
ed unnecessary. ' 

“America’s change of front means re- 
trogression in the high sense of civiliza- 
tion. This is the main regrettable fact 
about the war.”’ , 


Regarding the speech made on Friday last 
by Joseph Chamberlain, the British secre- 
tary of state for the colonies at Birming- 
ham, Prince Bismarck sald: 


“The importance thereof depends upon 
whether Mr. Chamberlain's private opin- 
ions are those of the British government. 
Closer Anglo-American relations are doubt- 
less feasible, but an alliance is improbable 
and unserviceable to both. 

“Besides it is a mistake to cail the 
Americans Saxons. Theirs is a mixed 
blood, British, Irish, German, French and 
Scandinavian. The Anglo-Saxon does not 
even predominate today. This dwelling on 
so-called racial interests is nonsense in 
politics. Look at the Russo-French agree- 
ment and the Dreibund. Politics are not 
mE te by such far fetched sentimentali- 

es. 


“Germany’s duty is plainly to maintain 
her interests by carefully nursing the good 
neighborship of the Buropean nations,’’

The late Right Honorable Willtam Ewart 
Gladstone, M. P,, P. C., was the fourth son 
of i late Sir John Gladstone, of Fasque, 
county Kincardine, N. B., a merchant of 
Liverpool, and was borne there December 
29, 1809. He was educated at Baton and 
Christ church, Oxford, taking. a double 
first class in 1831. Having spent some. time 
in a continental tour, he was returned at 
the general election in December, 1832, in 
the conservative interest for Newark and 
entered parliament just as he entered Lin- 
coln’s Inn, and when he had been a member 
for six years and three months petitioned 
to have his name removed from the books 
of the society, on the ground of his having 
given up his being called to the bar. Sir 
Robert Peel appointed him to a junior lord- 
ship of the treasury and in February, 1838, 


under secretary for colonial affairs. 


Mr. Gladstone retired from office with 


his. ministerfal leader in April and remained 


out of office until Sir Robert Peel's return 
to power in September, 181. On accepting 
office under Sir Robert Peel in 1841, as vice 
president of the board of trade and master 
of the mint, Mr. Gladstone was sworn a 
member of the privy council. In 1843 Mr. 
Gladstone succeeded the earl of Ripon as 
president of the board of trade, but re- 
signed that office early in 1845. In January, 
1847, Sir Robert Peel announced his inten- 
tion of proposing a modification of ‘the 
corn tax. Mr. Gladstone, who had succeed- 
ed Lord Stanley in the post of secretary 
of state for the colonies, adhered to the 
leader under whom he had entered upon 
ministerial life, resigned his seat for New- 
ark and remained for some time out of 


parliament. . 
He Makes Concessions. 


In August, 1848, he was elected for the 
University of Oxford. In the parliament 
of 1847-52 the questions of university re- 
form and the removal of Jewish disabili- 
‘ties were agitated. Mr. Gladstone felt that 
‘on. both these points the exigencies of the 
times required that some concessions 
should be adopted. He consequently found 
himself frequently opposed to his former 
frie and eventually separated himseif 
from the great body of the, cunservative 
party in February, 1851. In July following 
Mr. Gladstone was re-elected for the Uni- 
yersity af Oxford. On the formation of 
the “ecalition” ministry under the earl 
of Aberdeen in December, 1852, Mr. Gilad- 
stone was appointed to the chancellorship 
exchequer. . 

. After the. breaking up of the Aberdeen 
administration at the beginning of 1855, Mr. 
Gladstone at first continued to occupy the 
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| Palmerston's ministry an independent sup- 
port, 

In June, 1859, he resumed office under 
Lord Palmerston as chancellor of the ex- 
chequer. In this capacity he was mainly 
instrumental in repeaung the paper duty, 
and in promoting the negotiations conduct- 
ed by Mr. Cobden, which resulted in the 
commerciel treaty between thig cOuntry and 
France. 

Besidés being eminent as a statesman, 
Mr. Gladstone had acquired celebrity as an 
author. Mr. Gladstone’s “‘Remarks on Re- 
cent Commercial Legislation,” published in 
1845, while the country was on the eve 
of an important change in her commercial 
Ssy@em, ‘were intended to pave the way 
for the extensive medification in the restric- 
tions on commerce imposed by the corn 
laws. 

in 18538 he published an elaborate work 
on Homer, and in July, 1861, he was solicited 
to become a candidate in the liberal inter- 
est for sOuth Lancashire, but refused to 
forsake his former constituents. Having 
been rejected by the University of Oxford 
at the general election in July, 1865, Mr. 
Gladstone was returned for south Lanca- 
shire. After the death of Lord Palmerston 
he became leader of the house of commons, 
retainifig the chancellorship of the ex- 
chequer in. Lord Russell's second adminis- 
tration. 


’ Gladstone Resigns. 


‘Early in the session of 1866 he brouzht 
in a reform bill and a motion on committee 
havirg been carried June 18th, against the 
goveriynent by eleven votes, Mr. Gladstone 
and his colleagues resigned, The divisions 
in the liberal ranks prevented him from de- 
feating Mr. Dasraeli’s reform bill, which 
he strenuously cpposed. 

In the early pert of the session of 1568 

Mr. Gludstorie brought forward and passed 
through the house of c¢mmons a series of 
resolutions having for their object the dis- 
estabiishmenc and disendowment of the 
Irish church. These ‘regofutiens were. the 
basis of the Irish church suspensory bill 
which, on May 22, passed a second readinz 
in the lower hcuse by 312 votes to 298, but 
was soon afterwards rejected in the house 
of peers by a majority of 95. 
At the general election of 1868 Mr. Glad- 
Stone. steod as one of the candidates for 
southwest Lancashire, After a tierce con- 
test he was defeated, but his defeat did 
not exclude him from the house of com- 
mons, 4S in antictpation of such an event 
the electors of Greenwich had returned 
him by a large majerity. 

On ‘the resignation of Mr. Disraeli’s 
ministry in December, 1868, Mr. Gladstone 
Succeeded that statesman as first lord of 
the treasury. The principal events of his 
administration were the passing of the lrish 
church disestablishment act (1869), of the 
Irish land act (1870), and of the eleme aAtary 
education act (1870); the negotiation of the 
treaty of Washington respecting tne Ala- 
bama claim (1871); the passage of the bal- 
lot act (1872) and the judicature act (1872). 

The principal measure proposed by the 
government in the session of 1873 was the 
university education (Ireland) bill, which 
was opposed by the Romam Catholic mem- 
bers who, voting on this occasion with 
the conservatives, insured the rejection of 
the bill by 287 votes against 284 (March 
lith). Upon this Mr. Gladstone tendered 
his resignation and Mr. Disraeli was sent 
for, but as he declined that office, , Mr. 
Gladstone undertook (March i16th) to re- 
construct the cabinet. Im August, 1873, im- 
mediately after the close of the. session, 
the cabinet was considerably remodeled, 
Mr. Gladstone assuming the chancellorship 
of the exchequer in addition to his office 
of first lord of the treasury. On January 
2, 1874, a fortnight before both houses 
were to have met for the dispatch of public 
business, Mr. Gladstone took everybody by 
surprise by announcing the immediate dis- 
svlution of parliament and issuing his ad- 
dress to his constituents at.<jreenwich, in 
which he promised to abolish the income 
tax. At the general election which ensued 
the votes were for the first time taken 
by secret ballot. The result proved most 
disastrous to the liberal party. Mr. Glad- 
stone at once resigned and Mn Disraeli 
became prime minister. 


Opposes Public Worship Bill. 


In the session of 1874 Mr. Gladstone, who 
had been re-elected for Greenwich, offered 
a persistent opposition to the public wor- 
ship regulation bill. On January 13, 1875, 
three weeks before the assemblage ef par- 
liament, Mr. Gladstone announced in a let- 
ter to Earl Granville his determination to 
retire from the leadership of the liberal 
party. Soon after the marquis of Harding- 
ton was chosen by the liberal party to be 
their leader in the house of commons, Sub- 
sequently, however, Mr. Gladstome con- 
stantly took part in the discussions of the 
assembly. On November 15, 1877, he. was 
elected lord rector of the University of 
Glasgow. Mr. Gladstone sent a letter to 
the president of the Greenwich liberal “‘five 
hundred’”” on March 9, 1878, stating that he 
would represent the borough only ‘intil the 
next general election. 

Early in the same year, 1879, he had been 
invited to become the liberal candidate 
for Midlothian, and the crowning inci- 
dent of the electoral campaign im the en- 
suing parliament recess was the visit to 
Scotland in comnection with his purpose 
of contesting that county at the general 
election. He set out from Liverpool for 
Edinburgh on November 4th and from that 
date, with the exception of two days’ rest 
at Taymouth castie, his life, until his re- 
turn to Hawarden on December 9th, was 
a lope succession of enthusiastic receptions 
and unwearied speech-making in condemna- 
tion of the policy of the conservative gov- 
ernment. Mr. 
in his candidature. % 

When the opposition of the new house of 
commons was made known it consisted of 
349 liberals, 243 conservatives and @ home- 
rulers, and the earl of Beaconsfield tendered 
his resignation. The marquis of Harding- 
ton, who had been a leader of the opposi- 
tion in the lower house, and Earl Granville, 
the opposition leader in the house of lords, 
were sent for by her majesty, but they 
rebommended the queen to entrust the task 
of forming a cabinet to Mr. Gladstone. 
He consented to accept the duty. Mr. Glad- 
stone himself super-added to his duties as 
first lord of the treasury the functions of 
chancellor of the exchequer, but he resign- 
ed the latter office in 1883 into the hands 
of Mr. Childers. The history of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s second ministry may be summed 
up in three words—Ireland, ypt, fran- 
chise—though, of course, a large number 
of other matters were long under considera- 
tion. 

In 1885 Mr. Gladstone was overthrown 
by a vote on the budget and the conserva- 
tives, under Lord Salisbury’s leadership, 
came into power. 

A general election took place tn Novem- 
ber, just five months after Mr. Gladstone's 
defeat and the liberals were successful. 

When Mr. Gladstone returned to office he 
announced his readiness to introduce a 
home rule measure for Ireland and this 
created dissension in the liberal ranks and 
practically broke up the party. The bill was 
rejected by a majority of thirty. Mr. Glad- 
stone then appealed to the country, but 
was overwhelmed as a result. Mr. Glad- 
stone resigned without meeting parliament 
and Lord Salisbury became prime minister 
for the second time on August 3, 1886. 

Doring 1892 Mr. Gladstone carried out yet 
ancther and most vigorous campaign in 
Midlothian. He was elected, but by a great- 
ly reduced majority, and for the fourth 
time he became premier. | 

In April, 1893, Mr. Gladstone moved the 
second reading of another home rule bill 
for Ifeland in the house ef commons, but 
the bi was brought out by the lords, Dur- 
ing his stay at Biarribe, in February, 18M, 
a London journal announced Mr. Glad- 
stone’s retirement, but the report was com- 
tradicticn in very guarded’ternis. After his 
return to England the rumor was renewed 
and in the midst of the uncertainty Mr. 
Gladstone delivered his last speech as 
prime minister in the house of commons 
on thé ist of March—the occasion being 
the lords’ amendment to the parish coun- 
cils bill,

GREAT BRITAIN NOW MOURNS. 


Mr. Gladstone’s Death Causes Most 
Profound Sorrow. 

London, May 18.—Every other topic in 
Great Britain yesterday. dropped out of 
sight before the passage of Mr. Gladstone. 
Hawarden focused the attention which 
from the highest to the man in the street 
was respectful, sincere and profoundly 
moved. In two places, perhaps, was the 
tension most keen and most heartfelt—the 
house of commons and Hawarden. 


Just before the house rose yesterday a 
telegram from Mr. Herbert Gladstone 
reached Lord Staniey announcing that his 
father was sinking. Already before his 
death the hush of grief seemed to fall over 
the scene of his triumphs and from the 
present men turned to the past, recalling 
saings and doings. A great lion lay dying; 


and followers, watching his last long fight 
with his last and implacable foe as they 
watched in past days his fights agairist 
foes whom he could overcome. True to 
himself, he was yielding slowly, inch by 
inch. 

It was generally felt at St. Stephers that 
his dying was but the equal to that great 
scene witnessed four years ago when, his 
last speech gpoken, he quitted the house 
without one word of spoken adieu,--Antiti- 
pating the inevitable the mé of the 
government discussed the appropriate pro- 
cedure to be observed and resolved that no 
effort on their part should be wanting to 
mark a suitable sense of their loss. Disre- 
garding recent precedence it was decided 
that the programme in parliament should 
be the same as that adoptéd fn the cases ° 
of the earl of Chatham and of the younger 
Pitt, namely, an address to her majesty 
praying for a funeral at the public charge 
and a monument erected in Westminster 
Abbey.

M. Faure, 
presidemt of the French republic, daily in- 
quire@ and has regularly received every 
bulletin. The press of Belgium, France, 
Italy and Greece, in a spontaneous outburst, 
recalied how many oppressed peoples dur- 
ing Mr. Gladstone’s life have offered hymns 
of praise for his intervention in their be- 
half: while in Madrid even the prospect of 
his death has caused a twenty-four: hours’ 
suspension of war animosity against Eng- 
land.

Fear of Spanish Treachery Made the 
Occasion a Very Quiet One—Di- 
mensions and Armament o@ 
New Battleship—Cause 
of the Delay. 


Philadelphia, May 18.—The batfleship Al- 
abama was launched at -Cramp’s ship yards 
shortly before 1 o'clock this afternoon. Miss 
Mary E. Morgan, daughter of Senator Mor- 
€an, of Alabama, had the honor of break- 
ing the traditional bottle of wine on the 
prow of the big fighter as it slid away from 
the ways. The fact that the launching of 
the ship was one of the most successful 
ever witnessed at Cramp’s is regarded as 
en omen of good fortune. So eager was the 
Alabama to get into her native element 
that before the sawing of the “shoe” which 
holds the cradle in place had been complet- 
ed, the monstrous hull, tugging with a 
weight of thousands of tons on the strips 
of oak tore them apart and the big mass 
of steel glided gracefully into the water a 
few minutes ahead of schedule time. Miss 
Morgan stood on a Gals built on the launch- 
ing platform directly under the bow of the 
Alabama. She was attended by her father, 
Senator Morgan, and her sister, Miss Cor- 
nelia Morgan. As the ship began* to trem- 
ble preparatory to sliding off the well- 
greased ways, she took a firmer grasp on 
the gaily bedecked bottle of native Alaba- 
ma wine, which she held in her right hand 
and, swinging above her head, smashed it 
against the nose of the ship, saying, as she 
did so: 

“TIT crown thee with magnolias, brave ship, 
and christen thee with a proud name, Al- 
abama.”’ 

The bow of the boat was hung with great 
festoons of magnolias, gray moss and roses 
gathered by ladies of the state of Alabama, 
and sent here for the occasion. 

Only a few hundred people witnessed the 
launching as against the thousands that are 
usually in the yard on such occasions. For 
geome time past the yard has been closed to 
all visitors, and the rule was not relaxed to 
any extent today. Fear of Spanish treach- 
ery has made the government and the 
Cramps extremely cautious, as a single 
bomb exploded by a hostile visitor would 
do almost incalculable damage. 

The “war-time launching’ was, for this 
reason, almost a private affair. 

After the Alabama had come to a stand- 
still in the Delaware, tugs towed her back 
to her dock and workmen swarmed over 
her, beginning at once the work of prepar- 
ing her for service. If the armor is con- 
tracted for now and delivered promptly, 
the ship ‘will be ready for commission 
within a year. 

It is a curious coincidence that the yard 
number of the Alabama, 29, is the same 
as the yard number of the old Alabama, 
built for the confederacy in an English 
shipyard during the late war. 

Number and Style of Guns. 

Four thirteen-inch guns in two turrets, 
elght eight-inch guns in four turrets, one 
at each corner of the superstructure, and 
four six-inch guns mounted at the corners 
of the casement below the superstructure. 

In the Alabama type the water-line armor 
is carried clear forward; the protective 
deck, instead of being submerged as in 
former ships, is raised to the level of the 
top of the belt by slopes at each side, the 
same as in protected crulsers. The eight- 
inch guns of the Indiana type are done 
away with entirely, the main battery of the 
Alabama type consisting of four thirteen- 
{nch guns in turrets, and fourteen six-inch 
rapid firing guns, of which ten are mounted 
on the gun deck, eight in broadside between 
the turrets and two firing sraight ahead 
forward of the fore turret on the gun dack. 
Four are mounted in a small redoubt on the 
casement deck, two On each side. The 
broadside six-inch guns, instead of being 
mounted in projecting sponsons, are mount- 
ed in recess ports in order to secure exten- 
sive train forward and abaft the beam. 

The general dimensions of the Alabama 
class are as follows: 

Length over all 374 feet, breadt\ 72 feet. 
freeboard forward 20 feet, freeboard abaft 
the after turret 13 feet 3 inches, draught 
23 feet 6 inches, displacement 11,520 tons. 
The guaranteed speed is to be sixteen knots 
and the estimated horse-power 10,®v. 

The main battery has already been de- 
scr.bed. The second battery consists of sev- 
enteen 6-pounder rapid fire guns, six 1- 
pounder rapid fire guns and four gatlings. 

The arrangement of the boilers in the 
Alavama class differs from that in the 
Indiana in being eight single-ended boilers 
instead of four double-enders, and in being

of 11,500 tons, compares favorably with the 
latest type of battleships abroad of 15,000 
tons, 

The maximum thickness of armor on the 
water line is sixteen and one-half inches, 
tapering to nine and one-half inches at the 
bottom of the belt. The casemate armor 
is five and-one-half inches thick and the 
superstructure armor is of the same thick- 
ness. The armor of the 13-inch gun turrets 
is fifteen inches thick, except the porthole 
plate, which is seventeen inches, The armor 
of the barbettes on which the turrets rest 
is fifteen inches thick. The thickness of 
the protective deck armor on the flat over 
the citadel amidships and aiso forward 
and after is two and three-quarter inches, 
and the thickness of the slopes forward 
and aft of the amidships citadel is four 
inches. The conning tower is cylindrical 
and ten inches thick. 

The total weight of armor and bolts is 
2720 tons and of the protective deck armor 
593 tons. The weight of the armament 
with normal supply of ammunition, which 
is two-thirds of the full war supply, is 
864 tons. 

The builders say the construction of the 
Alabama has been delaved over a year by 
the failure of the last congress to provide 
the necessary armor, Had prompt provision 
been made for the manufacture of the ar- 
mor, the Alabama would at this time in- 
stead of being launched be fitting out for 
service,

the international affairs of our continent. 
Wherever the duty to my beloved country 
will call me, I can assure you that my 
heart and sympathy will be with your noble 
people and with the standard! bearer of the 
republican America who is advamcing the 
outposts of human freedom into the last 
entrenchments of the past,”’ 


McKinley Makes Reply. 


The president replied, in part, as follows:

“For nearly a quarter of a century you 
have dweit among us, a spectator of our 
domestic development and an interested 
student of the great social and political 
problems which have so seriously confront- 
ed all nations during these closing years 
of the world’s eventful century, and 
from which the United States, while keep- 
ing to their own self appointed path, hare 
not been exempt. However sore the pass- 
ing trial or hard the problem of the hour, 
you have seen met by the calm reason and 
hardy fortitude of our people, furnishing ad- 
dit'onal evidence of the wisdom of those 
who founded the republic on the immutable 
mass of union, justice, self-control and 
charity toward all. 

“In thus bidding you farewell, I ask yeu 
to be the messenger of the earnest frater- 
nal greetings of this government and people 
to Brazil and its citizens and of their trust 
that they may long reap the fruits of their 
devotion to the cause of self governiment, 
and that the bless.ngs of peace, advance- 
ment and plenty may ever be their lot, 
and I beg you to assure the president of 
the republic of my cordial wishes for his 
personal welfare.”’

TURPIE SPEAKS ON 
WAR REVENUE BILL 


Indlanian Declares That Bond Issue Is 
Unnecessary. 


WANTS AN INHERITANCE TAX 


Senator Demands the Coinage of the 
Silver Seigniorage at Once. 


SAYS CORPORATION SHOULD BE ASSESSED | 


Measure To Raise Funds To Carry on 
the Struggle with Spain Is 
Debated Fully. 


Washington, May 18.—The feature of to- 
day’s session of the serate was the speech 
of Mr. Turple, democrat, of Indiana, upon 
the war revenue measure. He strongly con- 
tended that a bond issue was unnecessary; 
that all the funds required for the prose- 
cution of the war could be raised through 
the proposed inheritance tax, Wy the tax 
on corporations, by the coinage of the sil- 
ver seigniorage and by the issue of legal 
tender notes. 

These four means of obtaining money 
would yield to the government during she 
next year he maintained fully $300,000,000, 
an amount in eacess of the estimated sum 
necessary for the conduct of the war. The 
speech was characteristically beautiful in 
diction and close and fcerceful in reasoning. 
Senators on both sides of the chamber gave 
it undivided attention. 

Corsiderable progress was made in the 
reading of the bill, which included natur- 
ally the ccrsideration of the amendments 
proposed by the committee. Through the in- 
fluence of Mr. Gorman, democrat, of Mary- 
land, the imprisonment penalty was strick- 
en out and some of the sections relating to 
violations to the stamp tax. 

After an extended debate, part of which 
occurred in secret legislative session the 
conference report on the bill suspending 
certain parts of the existing law relating 
to the purchase of supplies by the war de- 
partment was adopted. 

The bill permitting officers of the reguiar 
army to accept staff appointments in the 
volunteer army without losing their rank 
or place in the regular service was passed. 

Turpie Opposes the Bonds. 
Mr. Turple, of Indiana, in addressing the 


senate, said that the differences here were | 
differences only of method. There was no! 


difference as to the purpose of supplying 
all the means and men to the government 
to carry on the war. It is very easy, he 
continued, to say that the country ts at war 
and that the congress must supply the 
money for its conduct, but this is not the 
sanguage of statesmanship. 

Mr. Turpie said that the pending bill car- 
ried a provision for a basket full of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness in order to meet the 
deficiencies caused by the Dingley law. The 
democrats had been sharply criticized be- 
cause of the monthly deficit of the so-called 
Wilson law. but the Dingley law was show- 
ing similar deficts without criticism. Now, 
Mr. Turpie said, it was proposed in the 
pending war measure to take care of all 
the Dinglaw law deficits with the certifi- 
cates of indebtedness. 

After referring to the «york of the finance 
committee upon the present bill, Mr. Tur- 
pie said that the secretaties of Wot avid 
navy had estimated that .t would require 
$270,000,000 to prosecute the war du‘ vg the 
next year. He thought t'tat 'na:much as 
the conquest of Cuba was not a hew war 
event that it had been accomp»i'sned once 
before by Great Britain, ihis vountry fur- 
nishing the base of supplies, mt! oF the 
money and many of the men, tue govern- 
ment ought to be well informed as :.o ;‘ans 
and cost of accomplishments. Thesc pcints 
well in hand the question presented to con- 
gress was how the necessary Money should 
be raised. The committee was agreed $'9),- 
000,000 should be raised by taxation and the 
remaining sum from $120,000,000 to $150,90,- 
000 by other means. 

Wants Inheritance Tax. 

Mr. Turpie thought the tax on succession 
was one of the best features of the Dill. 
He said it was a tax on accumulation, while 
the tax on beer and tobacco was a tax on 
consumption. He hoped the inheritance tax 
would be retained in the bill, so that accu- 
mulation as well as consumption should 
bear its burdens of the war. Mr. Turpie 
strongly urged the proposed tax on corpor- 
ations. He estimated that this provision 
of the bill would yield quite $100,000,000 and 
that the inheritance tax provision would 
produce $50,000,000 more. This would supply 
the amount necessary to be raised by taxa- 
tion. The remaining $10,000,000 necessary 
eculd be ra'sed by the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage and the of legal tender 
notes. The majority of the finance commit- 
tee, he said, had deemed it wise to propose 
the coinage of the seigniorage in deference 
to the wishes of the 15.000,000 citizens who 
in the lest national campaign had made 
evident their desire for such coinage. 

The section of the bill providing for the 
issu . of greenbacks was proposed by the 
majority of the committee as a substitute 
for the bond section of the bill as it came 
from the house. For the present, said Mr. 
Turpie, the democratic policy of the free 
an] unlimited coinage of silver had been 
relegated to the hustings 4 1d to the arbdi- 
trament of the ballot. He argued at length 
in favor of the issue of greenbacks, legal 
tender notes, declaring that the policy of

Promptly at 
the appointed hour the choristers, in their 
vestment, followed by the clergy and Bish- 
op Nelson, robed in surplices, marched from 
the Sunday school room, through Charlton 
“etreet to the entrance of the church, thence 
‘up the aisle to te altar. 

Bisop C. K. Nelson wiih Rev. C. H. 
Strong and Rev. S. B. Carpenter, of Au- 
gusta, occupied seats about the altar, and 
the other clergy were seated in the front 
pews. 

The first: feature was the annual address 
‘of Bishop Nelson, which he opened by suay- 
ing: 

“Three quarters of a century of diocesan 
church life is just passed and we enter to- 
day upor. the remaining quarter.” 

He related the history of the Georgia dio- 
cese, Which was the result of the boldness 
of fuith of nine men in St. Paul’s church, 
Aupgusta, in 1823. He said the church was 
growins in the affections and esteem of 
the people of Georgia. On the state of the 
diocese, he said: : 

“lor the first time in my episcopate every 
parish is filled and every mission has regu- 
lar ministrations. The diocese was never 
more harmonious, united with so little fric- 
tion or dissension of any sort. I have a 
band of intelligent, godly, faithful and loyai 
brethren in my clergy. Our mother parish 
in Savannah will be found to have restored 
her losses by fire a year ago. St. John’s, 
Savannah, and St. Paul's, Augusta, are 
strengthening their stakes on the cohesion 
of a large constituency of devoted church- 
men. Christ church, Macon, may fairly be 
regarded as our banner parish. Trinity. Co- 
lumbus, hes a splendid plant. St. Mark's, 
Brunswick, is courageously sustaining her- 
eelf amidst a of adversities; St. 
Paul's, Macon, has taken on new strength: 
Good Shepherd, Augusta, after a destruc- 
tive fire. is once more rebuilt; the parishes 
fn Athens and Rome, will soon occupy 
beautiful new churches, not excelled in the 
diocese. St. Paul, Albany, is in a more 
vigorous condition than ever known. At- 
lanta, so long the field of internecine strife, 
presents an aspect of energetic and har- 
monious church life unparalleled by any 
group of churches in any city in the union. 
The Church of Atonement, for the first 
time in years, is out of debt, with a sur- 
plus in the treasury and contributes $200 to 
Giocesan missions.”’ 

Questions To Be Considered. 

The bishop briefly referred to the follow- 
ing matters to be considered by the con- 
vention: 

‘‘The constitution discussed at the last 
session will be put upon its final passage, re- 
vision of the canons and rules of order. A 
delegation to the general convention to be 
elected. Great subjects will be brought in- 
to the legislation, such as amendments to 
the constitution; the canons on marriage 
and divorce; the provinces of an appellate 
court; use of the Book of Common Prayer, 
which is very near to the heart of every 

‘one of us; our responsibility to the great 

head of the church for the extension of the 
gospel in this great mission field of Geor- 
gia, with its loathsome immoralifies, its

us. It is a question surrounded by senti- 
ment, but sentiment should not control.

Lectures the Clergy. 

The bishop lectured the clergy about 
paying more attention to Sunday schcol 
werk ard interposed nis objections to the 
clL.urch altars being crowded with vases 
filled with flowers and other ornamenta- 
tiors in violation of the canons. 

He also rebuked clergymen whose reg- 
isters of baptism were incomplete by their 
failing to give the Christian names of those 
who are baptised. 

The bishop closed his 
brief reference to the war. He said that 
if there had been more prayers offered 
there would not have been any war at all; 
but since war has been declared by the 
executive of the government, the people 
must stand by their nation and he hoped 
for an early victory for the United States.

Mt is sald that an arrangement was made 
during the night by which, in order to en- 
sure harmony in the church, it was agreed 
to let the matter stand as it did yesterday 
when the session was cut short by an ad- 
journmert. at any rate, when the confer- 
ence this morning Rev. Dr. Hoss 
positively declined to accede to any plan 
looking to the reconsideration of the vote, 
or the election of an additional bishop. 

This being the case, the conference 
promptly took up the election of the minor 
erd on the first ballot chose Dr. 
Hoss to succeed himself as editor of The 
Daily Advocate, the official organ of the 
church, published in Nashville, Tenn. It 
then took iwo ballots tn an effort to elect 
a secretury to the board of church exten- 
s.on, tut had reached no conclusion when 
today’s session adjourned. 

The new bishops will be ordained tomor- 
afternoon. 

A wave of patriotism over the 
reneral «conference during the session, Rev. 
W. T. Davidson, fraternal delegate from 
the British Wesleyan church, in the course 
of his adctress, said:

Morro Castle Was Torn Into Shreds 
and Batteries Were Silenced. 


NO SHOTS WERE AIMED AT THE CITY 


Plans Furnished Commander of Fleet 
Were Very Defective and Handi- 


®@ capped the Bombardment. 


Key West, Fla, May 18.—The Dauntless, 
dispatch boat of t#@e Associated Press, ar- 
rived here this morning and brought the 
first detailed account of the bombardment 
of San Juan de Porto Rico by a portion 
of the fleet under the command of Rear 
Admiral Sampson on May 12th last. 

The American warships sustained only 
trivial injury and lost but one man killed. 
After: the engagement the north end of 
Moro castle was in ruin, the Cabras is- 
land fort was silenced and the San Carlos 
battery was damaged. 

No shots were aimed at the city, and it 
is not known whether any damage was 
done there. Spaniards at St. Thomas claim 
that a schoolhouse was struck and that 
the master and his pupils wé@re killed, but 
this is not thought likely, as the bombard- 
ment took place early in the morning and 
the school children probably were not in 
the building at the time. 

The plans of the fortifications furnished 
to the fleet were very misleading. It was 
known that the Spanish forts had recent- 
ly been strengthened with new guns, but 
other facts developed which showed mis- 
calculations by those who drew the plans. 
Refugees in St. Thomas told the corrspond- 
ents who touched there after the engage- 
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at San Juan were stronger than 
Havana. 

The United States fleet left Key West 
on May 3d to “intercept and destroy’’ the 
Spanish fleet, which had left Cape Verde 
islands. This was the only information 
the United States navy department and 
Admiral Sampson had on the subject. 

Our warships proceeded slowly eastward 
and on May &th were off Cape Haytien, 
republic of Hayti. Attempts were made 
there to obtain information regarding the 
whereabouts of the Spaniards, but no defi- 
nite knowledge was obtained. 

Early in the morning of May 12th Admiral 
Sampson's ships approached San Juan, the 
American consul at Cape Haytien having 
informed the admiral that he had heard a 
report that Spanish warships had been seen 
heading for Porto Rico. 

The city of San Juan is situated in a 
long, narrow pocket. A tongue of high 
land separates it from the ocean. The 
entrance of the harbor is easily defended 
and the same'‘can be said of the head- 
lands of lofty Cabras island, which lies 
in the throat of the passage. These head- 
lands have ‘been fortified by the Span- 
ilards, but they did not prove in any way 
dangerous to our ships. The town of San 
Juan is on the ocean side of the bay and 
in the rear of the town rises high hills. 
To reach the city ships must pass Moro 
castle and the battery of San Carlos, sit- 
uated om a promontory at the entrance of 
the harbor. Besides, they must pass the 
Canuelo battery on Cabrag island. 

The fleet assembled off San Juan about 
3 oclock on Thursday night and prepared 
for battle, stripping the decks and get- 
ting the guns and ammunition and appii- 
ance for handling the wounded ready. 

Rear Admiral Sampson had transferred 
his flag to the Iowa and the attack on 
the forts began ge5:15 and lasted three 
hours. P 

Although it was known at San Juan 
that the American fleet was near, the 
Spaniards apparently kept no lookout. The 
soldiers in the forts and the people in 
the town were fast asleep when our war- 
ships approached. 

It was not yet broad daylight, and the 
coast of the island was veiled in unusual 
haze. A range of broken hills came al- 
most down to the ocean, and*further in- 
land, making a sharp line against the sky, 
rose a tall range of mountains. Overhead 
the sky was a deep blue, but nearer the 
horizon were great masses of cotton-look- 
ing clouds. A light easterly breeze was 
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ment ‘that the Spaniards thought the forts

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blowing and a long, heavy swell gave a 
graceful motion to the sea. 

The plans of the admiral were thorough- 
ly carried out. 

The fleet steamed majestically into the 
harbor and in due course of time opened 
a tremendous fire upon the fortifications. 
Three times the warships made the cir- 
cuit outlined in the offictal plan. The forts 
withstood the first round, but the Mont- 
gomery, from her station near Fort Canu- 
elo, on Cabras island, wrought complete 
destruction. With glasses the officers of 
the Montgomery could see the occupants 
of the fort! jumping over the walis and 
running away. 

The Detroit, which went nearest to Moro, 
had to train her guns at a high angle. 
Her shots, directed at the north side of 
Moro, cut deep furrows in the face of the 
fortifications. ° 

The Iowa, leading the fleet, delivered her 
deadly missiles with great accuracy upon 
Moro’s northern walls. 

The rest of the fleet fired in order, first 
on Moro and then on San Carlos, accord- 
ing to position. 

The following is the official plan of ac- 
tion issued to the American fleet: The 
squadron will pass near Salinas point and 
then steer about east, to pass just out- 
side the reefs of the Cabras islands, The 
column is to be formed as follows: 

The Iowa, flagship; Indiana, New York, 
Amphitrite and Terror. The Detroit is to 
ro ahead of the Iowa, distant one thous- 
and yards. The Wampatuck to keep on 
the lIowa’s starboard bow,, distant five 
hundred yards. The Detroit and Wam- 
patuck to sound eonstantly after land is 
closed, and to immediately signal if ten 
fathoms or less is obtained, showing at 
night a red light over the stern and at 
daytime a red flag aft. 

The Montgomery to remain in the rear 
of the column, stopping outside of the fire 
from Moro and on the lookout for tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. If Fort Canuelo fires 
she is to silence it. The Porter will take 
station under cover of the Iowa on the 
port side. The Niagara to remain west- 
ward, off Saliras point. 

While approaching, a sharp lookout is to 
be kept on the coast between Salinas point 
and Cabras island for torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. While near-Cabras,- one-half mile 
to one mile, the Detroit will rapidly cross 
the mouth of the harbor and to be close 
under Moro to the westward, screened from 
the fire of Moro’s western battery. If the 
old gums on the north side of Moro fire 
she is to be silenced. 

The two cruisers are to Keep on the look-

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out, especially for Spanish torpedo boat 
destroyers coming out of the harbor. 

The Porter, when action begins, will 
cross the harbor behind the Iowa and get 
close under the cliff to the eastward of 
the Detroit and torpedo any Spanish 
cruiser trying to get out of the harbor; 
but she is not to attack destroyers. 

The Wampatuck will tow one of her 
boats with its mast stepped, flying a red 
flag, and having a boat’s anchor on board 
the tug arranged that she can stop the 
boat and anchor at the same time. She 
is to anchor the boat in ten fathoms, with 
Fort Canuelo and the western end of Ca- 
bras in range. 

There will be two objects for attack, the 
batteries on the Moro and the men of war. 
If it is clear that Spanish vessels are lying 
in port, fire is to be opened upon them, 
as soon as they are discernible, over Ca- 
bras island, the motions of flagships being 
followed in this reward. If it should be- 
come evident, however, that neutral men 
of war are in line of fire, a flag of truce 
will probably be sent in before the ves- 
sels are opene@ The Porter is to hold her- 
self in readiness for this service. 

Care must be taken to avoid striking hos- 
pitals on Cabras island. If it becomes nec- 
essary to silence the Moro batteries a por- 
tion of the fire will be directed with this 
object. But the principal object is to de- 
stroy the ships, 

After passing the harbor mouth the Iowa 
will turn a little to starboard toward the 
town and will then turn out with a star- 
board helm and again pass to port, and 
after passing Cabras island to the west 
ward she will turn again with a star- 
board brelm and pass as at first. Should 
this plan be changed and it be decided 
to hold the Ships in front of the entrance, 
the signal “stop” will be made at the 
proper time. 

The Indiana, New York and the moni- 
tors will follow the motions of the flag- 
ships and remain in column. 

The course, after Fort Canuelo is brought 
into range with the west end of Cabras 
island, the cov.rse will be east by south. 

Should nightfall come with the port in 
the enemy’s hands and the ships inside, 
the cruisers will take up positions just 
outside the harbor, the Montgomery to 
the eastward and the Detroit to the west- 
ward, with their batteries ready and the 
men at the guns.

PARIS PAPERS GROW INSULTING 


Offensive Language About Americans 
. Fills Columns. 

New York, May 18.—A dispatch to The 
Herald from Paris says The Patrie con- 
tinues its violent campaign against Ameri- 
cans. Every term of insult is used and 
startling declarations lead its readers to 
believe that a sort of anarchy reigns in 
the United States. 

The article, which is headed ‘‘“Remember,”’ 
tries to excite public opinion by declaring’ 
that in 1870 America congratulated Ger- 
many upon its victories over France as the 
triumph of civilizatian over barbarism. 

The Figaro has a peculiar passage, ex- 
tracted from the Comte de Peust’s book 
entitled Le Dernier des Napoleons,’ which 
appeared in 1870. The author, after blaming 
Kurope for remaining simple spectators of 
France’s oppression in 1876, says: | 

“ffurope entire will suddenly see the 
American eagle, after having ravished the. 
queen of the Antilles from Spain, begin’ 
to meddle with her affairs and weigh down 
with redoubtable heaviness the monarchial. 
destiny of little old Europe.”

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Mr. Chamberlain’s Suggestions. 

The Hon. Joe Chamberlain, of the 
"kingdom of Great Britain, has stirred up 

the nations of the earth by his recent 

‘speech in behalf of an Anglo-American 
,alllance. Having himself made an Amer- 
‘fean alliance that is both pleasant and 
profitable, it is natural that Mr. Cham- 
| berlain, at a moment when threatening 
| prospects lower around the boasted su- 
|premacy of England, should turn his 
'eyes toward this country. It is natural, 
too, that the rivals and enemies of Eng- 
/land should make a great outcry; and 
that, as the result of this, the conserva- 
' tive men of Trade—always with a big T 
- |{m England, if you please—should shake 
, their heads, and sigh, and mutter. We 
_hear, indeed, that in London, the City 
‘(which is Lombard street and the head- 
| quarters of the haute finance) has had 
a gloom cast over it by Mr. Chamberlain’s 
remarks, so that now, even the London 
| papers can utilize in a true sense the 
| stock phrase about “a great gloom has 
_been cast over the entire community”— 
‘the community being Lombard street, 
, where the bonds and securities of all the 
‘nations of the earth are held. 

Yet it is said that beyond the precincts 
jend purlieus of Lombard street, English 
' public opinion is very enthusiastic over 
'the Chamberlain speech, and it is agreed 
'that itis a very fortunate political 
stroke, comegWhat may. It is, of course, 
idle to talk sertqusly of a formal alliance, 

offensive and fensive, between the 
English-speaking nations. Neither Eng- 
land nor America could afford to bind 
‘themselves in any formal and convention- 
al way. The alliance, when it does come, 
‘will be the result of some commanding 
crisis, and it wil! be all the more ef- 
_ fective because it is temporary and spon- 
taneous. 

It is already seen, at least in England 
-—we cannot speak for the fussy no- 
bodies who made themselves conspicu- 
‘ous in the matter in this country—that 

the arbitration treaty would have been a 
serious mistake. English public senti- 
ment—we mean the sentiment that 
, counts for something—was no more in 
'favor of it than the public sentiment of 
i this country; and, though such unphilo- 
sophical publicists as Editor Godkin de- 
/mounced opposition to the treaty as jin- 
_goism, its defeat was the best thing that 
could have happened. The people of 
this country never could have been con- 
_vinced that English diplomacy had not 
, gouged us or got the better of us; and 
, the practical application of the treaty 
would have been galling. Instead of mak- 
ing for peace, it would have made for 
ageravation, irritation wnd constant 
' squabbling. 

The fact that Mr. Chamberlain seems 

to have struck a popular chord in his 
: own country, taken together with all the 
. friendly expressions that have escaped, 
'as it were, from the public men and 
'mewspapers of England, is worth more 
' now, and will be worth more in the fu- 
ture, than all the arbitration treaties 
' that Clevelandism could suggest or in- 
vent; and yet we have in this country, 
at this very moment, the spectacle of edi- 
tors, college professors and political 
hacks posing as international statesmen 
because they were hot for-an arbitration 
treaty which they had never read or 
did not understand. 

While this agreeable concert is in 
progress, and while a wave of friendly 
feeling is sweeping across the two na- 
tions, we could wish that England might 
undertake and carry out some substan- 
tial reforms in Ireland, even at the risk 

of hurting the feelings of some of the 
; evangelical brethren. English rule in 
' Ireland doesn’t shine prettily in history, 
even in the history writ by the hands of 
Wnglishmen. Her statesmen have never 
taken into consideration the temper and 
| characteristics of the Irish, and in a Jand 
where fair play is painted (so to speak) 
| on the national ensign, they have never 
permitted its spirit and meaning to be 
carried across the border into Ireland. 

Individual Irishmen have stood and 
still stand at the head of British states- 
manship; individual Irishmen have per- 
formed prodigies of valor in behalf of 
the English flag, and individual] Irishmen 
have been and are now the active and

And, in fine, it is a pity, nay, a won- 
der, indeed, that Englishmen who are 
so fair and manly in other things should 
be so beset by ugly prejudices as to per- 
sist in a course toward Ireland that has 
cost her well nigh as much ag all her. 
Wars. Yet so it has been and go it is. 


Dingley’s “Fiatism.” . 

The Boston ‘Transcript is deeply 
grieved at the course taken by the dem- 
ocrats on the action of the senate finance 
committee in striking out the bond pro- 
vision and substituting therefor a pro- 
Vision to coin the seigniorage and is- 
sue $150,000,000 of greenbacks. The Tran- 
script is deeply grieved for various rea- 
sons, some of which do not come out in 
the lament before us. 

‘The chief cause of grief, so far as our 
unfortunate contemporary avows it, is 
that Chairman Dingley—the great and 
gifted republican statesman—has said 
with his own mouth that “the Bryanites 
have gone a step beyond ‘free silver,’ and 
have settled down to straight-out fiat- 
ism.” The ‘Transcript indorses this 
statement and weeps copiously over it, 
but is somewhat relieved to think that, 
in this matter, the democrats “have dug 
a pit for themselves.” 

Well, we shall see who will fill the pit 
when the bengal lights have fizzled out, 
but meanwhile, we are interested in the 
remark of the gifted Mr. Dingley. When 
a republican makes a straight-out asser- 
tion on any branch of the financial ques- 
tion, the temptation is great to analyze 
it, to examine its logic, and to see where 
it leads. In this instance, the tempta- 
tion is too great to be overcome. 

Mr. Dingley says the democratic pro. 
gramme is straightout flatism, and he 
evidently thinks that hg has delivered a 
tremendous blow at it in making the re- 
mark. What is flatism? It is the issue 
of notes without any basis of redemp- 
tion; it is the creation of a public debt 
with no intention of paying it. If the 
democratic programme leads to flatism, 
the republican programme goes a long 
step further and gets there. In the 
proportion that it will be more difficult 
for the government to redeem $500,000,- 
000 of bonds than to redeem $150,000,000 
of greenbacks, just in that proportion 
has the republican party, in this busi- 
ness, gone a step further toward fiatism 
than the democrats. 

But this is not the whole case. The 
republican proposition provides that the 
people shall be compelled to pay, not 
only $500,000,000 in redemption of the 
bonds, but $150,000,000 in interest—the 
aggregate sum amounting to $650,000,- 
000! Whereas, the notes which the 
democrats propose to issue not only call 
for no interest, not only circulate as 
money, but» amount to only $150,000,000, 
which is the precise amount the republi- 
cans want the people to pay out in in- 
terest on the bonds they propose to is- 
sue! 

To come back to the gifted Dingley’s 
fiatism—is it any more difficult for the 
government to redeem an additional 
$150,000,000 of greenbacks than it would 
be to redeem an addiiton of $500,000,000 
fo our bonded debt? If so, will The Tran- 
script explain why and how? The 
greenback bond not only costs the people 
nothing in the way of interest, but is 
circulated as. and performs the function 
of money. This is the kind of bond the 
democrats desire to see issued—not an 
irredeemable bond, but a non-interest 
bearing bond. 

The republicans, on the other hand, 
are clamoring for bonds that bear inter- 
est, so that the people will not only have 
to redeem the bonds themselves, but will 
have to pay an additional large sum in 
interest. That is the difference between 
the parties on the revenue bill. 

We think with The Transcript that a 
pit has been dug by the democrats, but 
we think it will be filled by the republi- 
can party, which is trying to make an 
unnecessary bond issue the measure of 
patriotism. 
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The Passing of Mr. Gladstone. 

With sadness the world hears this 
morning the melageholy message from 
Hawarden castle announcing that Eng- 
land’s grand old statesman is no more 
and the warm heart which has been for 
almost ngaety years the abode of sympa- 
thy for human rights is cold in death 
forever, 3 

While the unique position which Mr. 
Gladstone occupies in the world’s affec- 
tionate regard: invests him with much of 
the distinction which attaches to royal- 
ty itself, he nevertheless belongs essen- 
tially to the ranks of England’s com- 
moners. Without the least claim to ar- 
istocracy in his unblemished but obscure 
lineage, Mr. Gladstone has ‘exemplified 
throughout his long career those sturdy 
traits of character which are peculiarly 
the heritage of the plain, untitled Eng- 
lishman. His sympathies have always 
been with the employments of the lowly 
born, and never once has he permitted 
the favor of the crown to swerve him 
in the least from jealously upholding the 
interests of those whom he considered 
the real sovereigns of the empire, Badges 
of artificfal rank have had little charms 
for him, and more than once he has put 
aside the flattering proffer of some noble 
title to remain the steadfast champion 
of the common people. In thescouncil 
chambers of the government as well as 
imethé privacy of home life, he has been 
dominated by the same rugged princi- 
ples; and every aspiration of his great 
heart has shown him unmistakably to be 
the product of that sturdy element of 
England’s citizenship which seven hun- 
dred years ago wrested the Magna Char- 
ta from the reluctant clutches of King 
John, 

Seldom is it the lot of great talents 
to figure long upon the stage of exalted 
public usefulness. Empires and repub- 
lies are too often called upon to mourn 
the premature departure of illustrious 
leaders who seem to be so well equipped 
to lead them; and in view of this unhap- 


| py fact, the, life of Mr. Gladstone, pa- 


lanta. 


triarchal in its limit, constitutes within 
itself one of the most extraordinary dis- 
pensations which the world has known 
in'modern times. But when the notable 
achievements of hig life are soberly con- 
sidered, its longevity is perhaps its least 
distinguishing characteristic. 

‘Mr. Gladstone entered parliament six- 
ty-six years ago. With the first appear- 
ance which he madé in that body it be- 
came manifest that he would mold, in 
time, the destinies of England. His aim 
being to elevate the condition of the 
masses, he labored patiently and unre- 
mittingly toward that end, never per- 
mitting his own selfish interests to sway 
him in the least. What success he at- 
tained in this endeavor is recorded not 
only In the love which the masses enter- 
tain for him, but in the multiplied lib- 
erties which they today enjoy. With- 
out the least extravagance, it may be 
said that England’s debt of gratitude to 
Mr. Gladstone is wholly beyond the pow- 
er of compensation. But while the en- 
ergies of Mr. Gladstone have been di- 
rected chiefly toward ameliorating the 
condition of his own immediate fellow 
countrymen, they have not been rigidly 
inclosed within that narrow compass. 
With what zeal he has upheld the cause 
of down-trodden ard oppressed Ireland, 
the world well knows; but scarcely less 
pronounced ‘has been the earnestness 
with which, in the closing chapter of his 
life, he has espoused the cause of the 
persecuted Christians in  Armenta. 
From no quarter of the globe has the 
voice of human suffering ever cried in 
vain to his sympathetic ear. What no- 
bler epitaph than this could be inscribed 
upon his tomb? 

While engrossed with the affairs of 
statecraft, Mr. Gladstone has managed 
to find abundant leisure for literary work. 
Barly in life he occupied himseif with 
the congenial) task of translating Horace 
into English. Other Latin authors have 
since engaged the labors of his ready 
pen; while numerous volumes feeighted 
with his own thoughts upon matters of 
science, government and religion have 
come from his intellectual laboratory. Of 
our American statesmen, John Quincy 
Adams was perhaps the most notable 
example of the literary set: but the vol- 
umes. which John Quincy Adams has 
left behind are not to be compared in 
the amount of intellectual labor which 
they represent to the volumes which 
Mr. Gladstone has produced during his 
long career. 

Perhaps the crowning glory of Mr. 
Gladstone’s life is found in the unwav- 
ering Christian piety which has made 
him one of the most blameless and cir- 
cumspect of men. With steadfast re- 
liance upon the truths of holy writ he 
has shaped his conduct to the standards 
which that authority lays down, mak- 
ing it the inspiration of his studious en- 
deavors for the welfare of his fellow 
men. What measure of uplifting influ- 
ence his example in this respect has ex- 
ercised upon the world’s faith can only 
be conjectured; but its potentiality cans 
not be doubted in the least. From 
whatever point of view considered, the 
life of England’s grand old statesman 
appeals to universal admiration. Other 
great forces in the years to come may 
sway the world’s destinies, but Mr. Glad- 
stone is not apt to be forgotten,

North Carolina Populists Will Co-Operate 
with Democrats. 


ALL NIGHT SESSION HELD 


Congressman Skinner Opposes the Sen- 
| ator in His Vians. 


THE BATTLE WAS STUBBORNLY FOUGHT 


Tarheel Senator Made the Greafest 
Speech of His Life and Captured 
the Entire Delegation. 


Raleigh, N. C., May 18.—The state popu- 
list convention was in session all night last 
night and completed its work and adjourn- 
ed at 6:30 o’clock this morning. The fight 
for control of the party and of its policy 
in North Carolina was between Senator 
(Marion Butler and Congressman Harry 
Skinner. 

It was perhaps the hardest fought battle 
ever waged in a political convention in the 
state and ended in a complete victory for 
Senator Butler. The Skinner people had 
loudly proclaimed that they had the con- 
vention by a safe majority, some of them 
claiming it by two-thirds. 

The fight was over the proposition to 
offer co-overation with the democrats. 
Butler favored this and Skinner opposed 
it. Each had able lieutenants, but by 
bold and fearless aggression and smart 
generalship Butler took the convention 
completely routing the and 
passed his resolution by a vote of 653 to 
25. <At 4 o'clock this morning he made, 
in tthe convention, perhaps, the strongest 
and most effective speech he has ever made. 
It won the convention, demoralized the op- 
position and after that Butler had ft all 
his way, Skinner finally moving to make 
the vote on the Butler resolution unani- 
mous. 


COLONEL CANDLER AT SYLVANIA 


Large Crowd of Screven County People 
Hear a Good Speech. 

Sylvania, Ga., May 18.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Allen D. Candler spoke here today to a 
latge crowd at the courthouse. He made 
a good, plain talk and he spoke no word 
of abuse against any one. He directed his 
remarks mainly to Mr. Berner’s candidacy.

“l. In order to preserve intact the pres- 
ent organization of the Georgia volunteers, 
the following is published for the informa- 
tion, guidance and direction of all con- 
cerned: 

“2. Officers who vyolunteer for service 
under call of the president of the United 
States upon the state of Georgia for its 
quota, who hold commissions as officers 
in the Georgia volunteers and are accept- 
ed by the mustering officer will be carried 
on the rolls and returns will be made to 
their respective state organizations to 
which they belong as on indefinite leave 
of absence, until further orders. Such 
leaves of absence will be granted them 
by orders from this office. 

“3. Under paragraph 29, regulations for 
the government of the volunteer forces of 
the state of Georgia, their places will be 
temporarily filled by commanding officers 
within the limits of their commands by 
the assignment of officers for temporary 
duty, In case an organization is left with- 
out any officers it is desired that an ex- 
pression of opiaion be obtained from the 
men of that organization as to their pref- 
erence as to whom they would wish to 
have command them during the absence 
of their regular officer. So far as possible 
their preference in the matter will be fol- 
lowed. 

‘4. Privates of the Georgia volunteers 
volunteering for service in the United Staes 
army, whereby they perform a great and 
honorable duty not only to the state, but 
to the United States, must necessarily be 
discharged from the service of the state. 
The discharges will be granted and the 
words ‘discharged in order to enter volun- 
terr service’ will be written plainly across 
the faces."

HO NOMINATIONS FOR SUPREME COURT 


This Matter Was Left to the State Ex- 
ecutive Committee—Major Chas. 
McGregor Elected Chairman 
and Campaign Manager 
of the Party. 


Even two years ago tle convention was 
full of spirit, but what ‘was done yesterday 
was in a perfunctory manner. Defeat in 
three state campaigns has evidently d's- 
heartened the mass of the people’s party. 

The convention did not nominate candi- 
dates for the supreme court. There was a 
dispusition to indorse Chief Justice Sim- 
mons and Associate Justices Fish and H. 
T. Lewis, but the proposition was defeated 
by a large majority in the nominating com- 
mittee. This committee: could not agree 
On a supreme court ticket and the matter 
was refer$d to the state executive com- 
mittee with power to act. 

Major Charles McGregor was nominated, 
for chairman of the party, but it was 
Stated on tne floor that there was some 
doubt about his acceptance because of his 
business interests. There were other 
nominations, but all of them withdrew ex- 
cept Mr. Biggs, of Fulton. Messrs. Oscar 
Parker, Carey Thornton and Austin Hol- 
combe were put in nomination, but they 
withdrew their names and Major McGreg- 
or, of Warren, got nearly every vote in the 
convention on the first ballot. Then his 
election was made unanimous. 

A proposition was made while the nomi- 
nations were pending to leave the selection 
of party chairman, who is also to manage 
the campaign, to the nominee for governor. 
This privilege was given to Mr. Watson 
when he was nominated at the March cun- 
vention, but it did not take yesterday. One 
delegate named Martin, from Cob», made 
the declaration that “he would not confer 
Such power as that on any nominee for 
governor, even though he were one of the 
Trinity.” 

The idea of changing the party nlatform 
by taking out the prohibition rlank was 
headed off early in the session by a resolu- 
tion declaring that the platform adopted in 
Maren should stand unchanged. 

The Ballot Box Reform. |

us to meet here again.’’ He said he had no 
hesitation in saying that this is a critical 
moment with the populist party. This was 


the only allusion to Mr. Watson’s refusal to 
run for governor. 

Mr. Palmer launched off into a general 
address on populist principles, declaring 
that the organization of ihe party wes the 
result of a revolt of the hewers of wood 
against boss rule by spoilsmen who prom- 
ised all kinds of relief, but gave none. The 
people’s party dedicated itself to the com- 
mon people, and pledged itself to them. 
Both the old parties have fostered special 
privileges. The democrats had declared 
that all the country needed was tariff re- 
form, and said that if they only had a 
chance they would right everything. In 
1892 the people rallied to the support of 
democracy, but ail democrats will now ac- 
knowledge that the promises were not ful- 
filled. The tariff could not be reformed ex- 


clared himself against interest-bearing 
bonds, Martin replied that he would have 
the government print enough money to 
pay for them. Then this man Tyler, who 
looked as though he might have belonged 
to Coxey’s army, inquired what intrinsic 
value that kind of money would have. 

“a dollar should not have intrinsic val- 
ue,’ ‘sald Martin. When Martin had fin- 
ished, Tylef was called on and he said: 

“If there was no populist party in Geor- 
gia, there would be no Cuban war today.” 
He said the war was a political dodge to 
enable the republicans and the democrats 
to carry the country. He got Martin to 
say that the government money ought to 
be redeemable in the products ef human 
labor and then he wanted to know if the 
government would have to keep on hand its 
its sub-treasuries a stock of cotton, horses, 
pianos, wheat, hardware, clothing and such 
things for the purpose of redemption. 
Finally the committee came in and report- 
ed the names published above for governor, 
attorney genera] and commissioner of agri- 
culture. The report also carried with it this 
resolution: 

‘“‘Resolved, That the executive committee 
be empowered to supply the names of any 
gentleman they may think suitable as 
nominees for the chief justice and the asso- 
ciate justices of the supreme bench, and 
also to fill any other position on the state 
ticket that may become vacant for any 
reason,”’ ' 

Mr. Hogan's nomination was rather un- 
expected and a motion was made to sub- 
stitute Colonel Peek’s name, but the com- 
mittee’s report was adopted by an almost 
unanimous vote. There was no debate on 
it at all. . 

Nothing was said in the convention about 
Mr. Watson, either in anger or in sorrow, 


in praise or criticism. 


As the convention was on the eve of ad- 
journing, Mr, Martin, of Cobb, asked leave 
to offer some resolutions and they were 
heard. They declared against the issu of in- 
terest-bearing bonds for the purpose of con 
ducting the war with Spain and they de- 
nounced Wall street, bankers, brokers and 
a good many other people. Somebody moved 
their adoption, but Mr. Carter, of Effing- 
ham, jumped up and declared that the con- 
vention ought not to make itself the laugh- 
ing stock of the country. He moved that 
the convention adjourn and the motion was 
promptly carried. 

No Candidates for Judiciary Yet. 

A meeting of the executive committee was 
held Ist night at the populist headquar- 
ters, 574% South Broad street, for the pur- 
pose of nominating three supreme court 
judges. The committee, however, did not 
come to any conclusion so far as nominees 
are concerned. As several of the commit- 
teemen were absent, it was decided to 
postpone action on the judiciary for thirty 
days. - 

A member of the committee stated that 
several names had been mentioned in the 
meeting. “It is impossible to say,” said 
he, “whom we will finally choose, but it 
is our purpose to name able and honest 
men, whose stamding will command respect 
all over the state. It may be a mixed tick- 
et politically, and there is a chance that 
we may select all democrats. No man’s 
party affiliations will control. We want good 


men, men who are not associated with 


rings and politicians. If we find a republi- | 


can who fills our ideas we may put him on, 
or as I said, we may nominate three dem- 
ocrats.” 

The delegates who were in the city last 
night expressed themselves as well pleased 
with their candidate for governor. He is 
a well-to-do farmer of Lincoln, who has 
trad several years’ experience in the legis- 
lature. He is a conservative populist and 
had the respect of his democratic associates 
in the general assembly. While he never 
took much part in debates in the house, it 
is claimed for him that he will make a good 
impression whem he goes on the stump 
and meets the people. There will be no 
joint debate, however. That may be set 
down as certain. The populists say that 
Mr. Hogan will accept and make a vigorous 
campaign. 

Mr. Zettler, who at first declined to run 
for the position of state school eommis- 
sioner, has reconsidered and accepted the 
nomination. 

Colonel Carey Thornton, who declined the 
nomination for attorney general, was chair- 
man of the steering committee yesterday.

YOUNG NEGRO KILLS 
“THREE OFFICERS 


Four Deputy Sheriffs Attempt Te Make 
Twe Arrests. 


THEY SHOOT MAN TO DEATH 


Son of the Dead Man Seizes a Win- 
chester and Begins Shooting. 


THREE OF THE POSSE INSTANTLY KILLED 


Fourth Deputy Makes His Escape and 
When He Returns Finds His Com- 
rades Horribly Mutilated. 


Horn Lake. Miss., May 18.—At the Foster 
plantation, four miles southeast of this 
town, at 10 o’clock this morning, four dep- 
uty sheriffs—R. B. Campbell, H. R. Camp- 
ball, W. C. Cooper and C. I. Jones—visited 
tdee Foster place to arrest Nimrod Little- 
field and William Littlefield, tiis son, both 
negroes, charged with a murder committed 
in Bolivar county several years ago. 

The negroes resisted the officers, where- 
upon Deputy R. B. Campbell fired, killing 
Nimrod Littlefield. The younger negro 
seized a winchester rifle and used it with 
fearful effect. His first shot struck Deputy 
Cooper squarely in the forehead. killing 
him instantly. The infuriated negro then 
turned on H. R. Campbell, shooting him in 
the head, death resulting instantly, while a 
third shot brought Deputy Jones to the 
ground a corpse. 

Deputy R. B, Campbell having no avail- 
able ammunition, beat a hasty retreat for 
assistance, and upon returning to the scene 
of the tragedy, a posse found the bodies of 
the dead white men horribly mutilated, 
their heads having been beaten into a 
jelly. Bloodhounds were secured and dm- 
mediately put upon Littlefield’s track, and 
if caught a lynching will occur. There is 
great excitement throughout the Settle- 
ment where the shooting occurred.

VOLUNTEERS PASS THROUGH. 


Ohio and Michigan Regiments Will Be 
in Atlanta This Morning En 


Route to Tampa. 

At an -erly hour this morning the Fifth 
Ohio infantry, United States volunteers, 
will pass through the city en route to Tam- 
pa. Three sections of trains are required 
to carry the men and equipments. There 
are 700 men and forty-three officers in the 
regiment. 

Hardly any stop will be made, but the 
troops will be hurried to their deseination 
over the Southern. Mr. Cary will accom- 
pany the train from Atlanta to Tampa. 

This afternoon it is probable that the 
Thirty-second Michigan regiment of the 
Uinited States volunteers wily pass through 
on special trains. There will be several 
sections. Three standard and twenty-six 
Wagner sleeping cars are required to carry 
the men. There will also be a number of 
stock cars, three baggege cars and mary 
freight cars. There are about 681 men in 
the regiment. 

These are the first volunteer troops to 
pass through the city going to Tampa. 
The two regiments are among the best im 
the northwest and have reputations in that 
section of the country for making a magnifi- 
cent appearance on parade and as military 
bodies. The Michigan boys will go over 
the Southern.

Yesterday’s convention was the smallest 
state convention the populists have ever 
held in Georgia. It was so small tat the 
roll call was dispensed with for the pur- 
pose concealing the great number of coun- 
tles which were not represented. All toll 
there were only about 100 delegates pres. 
ent, whereas a full convention would have 
numbered more than 30. Many counties 
were not present except by proxies. No 
one made.a list of the counties or delegates 
and there is no ofticial record of those who 
did attend. 

In explanation it was stated that it fs a 
busy time with the farmers and money is 
scarce {In the cduritry: The men who here- 
tofore have been prominent in the councils 
of the party did not come with a few ex- 
ceptions. Judge J. K. Hines, of Fulton, 
and Colonel Peek were on the floor, but 
took no part at all in the proceedings. 
Mark Irwin was there and Colonel Carey 
Thornton came up from Muscogee. Captain 
Ben Milliken, of Jesup, was a delegate and 
Vr. Palmer, of Floyd, was chairman of the

Some one suggested 
that it would be a good thing if the gov- 
ernment would buy the farms or establish 
new ones on the public lands and make 
cotton, wheat, meat, horses and fruits and 
vegetabies. butter and milk also free.

ESTERDAY was the last day of the 
preachers’ assembly of Gammon Theo- 
logical seminary. 
and highly instructive. After 
the devotional service yesterday morning 
Rev. Pezavia O'Connell, B. D., Ph. D., was 
introduced as first speaker on the subject, 
“Social Principles of Christ.””. Dr. O'Con- 
nell has just finished a post graduate 
course in Semitic languages and ethics in 
the University of Pennsylvamia and is 
one of the real scholars and true orators 
of the negro race. 

He spoke extemporaneously, but with 
choice hanguage and most excellent thought, 
“For our people and all men,”” he said, 
“Christ is the ideal. There is nothing easier 
than fo think that we are following Christ 
when we are departing very widely from 
His teaching. Study your own heart and 
your people, and do not be deceived about 
their religion. Religion is in conduct, not 
in emotion. Give me a man that tells the 
truth, he is a Christian. If we can embody 
in our life the ethical] teachings of Christ 
we shall be what Jesus intended. God is 
wherever man is true and good. If I love 
Jesus and for his sake died for men I can- 
not miss heaven. When you come to die, 
it is your life alone that will count. If 
this is true then, why not beyond death; 
why not through eternity? Nobody ever 
heard any one quarreling over how much 
men should love each other. I never heard 
anybody ‘You are too manly or too 
righteous.’ 

The Last Bible Lecture. 

Dr. C. W. Barnes, lecturer on the Bible, 
University of Cincinnati, who has added 
very greatly to the interest and profit of the 
assembly, gave his last Bible lecture on 
the topic, “St. Paul’s Ideal of Christian 
Character.” He based it upon an analyti- 
cal study of Acts 20:17-35. He showed that 
St. Paul thought that the Christian need- 
ed to be cultured in the truth of God, given 
to the service of others, full of faith that 
mothing is impossible to God and more 
ready to give than receive. 

This was followed by the history of the 
seminary by Dr. E. L. Parks, the secretary 
of the faculty. He traced the history 
through the following. topics: “Pioneer and 
’ by Rev. George Stand- 
ing and others; “The Projection of the 
Bchool,” by Bishop W. F. Warren; “The 
Organization of the Work and Its Develop- 
ment,” by President Thirkield; the impor- 
tance of the work of relief of Professor 
Murray as professor of exegetical theology, 
the first graduating exercises, the building 
of the professor's residemces, the call of the 
professor of systematic theology, the great 
annual opening day address of Bishop Hay- 
good in 1886. He quoted from the opening 
sentences of that memorable address. “It 
may be’ questioned whether any single insti- 
tution under the care of the Methodist 
Bpiscopal church holds a place of impor- 
tance and responsibility equal to that which 
is possible to Gammon Theological sem- 
inary.

He set forth the loss to the seminary in 
the death of Mr. Gammon. “Mr. Gammon’s 
entire gifts,” said he, “to the seminary 
amounted to about $650,000. Mr. W.. F. 
Stewart added to this property worth about 
$50,000, as an endowment of the missionary 


foundation for Africa. Although the en- 


dowment of che institution is about $600,000, 
only about $100,000 of this is bearing inter- 
est. The rest is mostly in mamufacturing 
stocks. The stringency of the times cut 
off all dividends from these from 1884-87, 
inclusive. This loss of income has made 
it mecessary to keep all the running ex- 
penses ata minimum. When the main por- 
becomes produc- 
tive, as it doubtless will within a few years, 
the church can look for a great develop- 
seminary. Mrs. Gammon’ 
heartily supported her husband in the con- 
secration of her wealth. She had large 
plans for the seminary and her death im 
1892 was a great loss to it. 

“In the fall of 1893 Dr. J. W. E. Bowen 
was elected to fill the vacancy in the chair 
of church history occasioned by the resig- 
nation of Dr. Crawford to accept the pres- 
idency of Aliegheny college. Dr. Bowen 
brought large qualifications for the posi- 
tion and a new and very helpful element in 
the counsel’s work and life of the sem- 
inary.’’ 

There was also outlined the history of the 
Stewart missionary foundation for Africa, 
including its establishment, work in prizes 
and organization, the work of Dr. Bowen 
as secretary, the gathering of its special 
library and.museum on Africa, the great 
congress om Africa and the going forth 
of its first missionary to Africa, the Rev. 
A. B. Camphor, A. M., B. D. No event 
in the history of the seminary ever made 
a more profound impression than Brother 
and Sister Camphor’s dedicating their lives 
in heroic and Christ-like consecration for 
the redemption of Africa. It led many to 
a deeper devotion of themselves to Christ 
and humanity. 

During the year 1894-5, while President 
Thirkield was abroad, Dr. Murray was 
acting president. , He discharged the duties 
with such careful attention to details and 
such efficiency as to command general sat- 
‘sfaction. Memtion was made of the emi- 
rent special lecturers before the seminary; 
instruction in vocal music; work for the 
masses in the city through the forward 
movement band, etc., the social life and 
home culture. 

The recent change in the courses of 
study so as to provide more work in Sso0- 
ciology and English was mentioned; also 
the provision of an elementary theological 
course. It is the purpose to maintain a 
high standard in a thorough, advanced 
theological course for all who are prepared 
to take it, so that Gammoan’s alumni can 
continue to stand side by side with those 
of the best theological seminaries, but also 
to provide work practically adjusted to 
the needs of many who will preach, but 
who cannot prepare for an advanced course, 

The seminary has had a total attendance 
of 456 @ifferent ministers and candidates 
for the ministry.

If materials are spilled, 
wipe them off at once.”

Vice President Egan Says Prices Will 
Be Good. 


Mr. J. M. Egan, vice president of the 
Central of Georgia. was in Atianta yester- 
day. He has just been through the peach 
belt and he says that the outlook is bright 
for a large vield. The orchards are full of 
fruit and if nothing occurs in the next few 
weeks the farmers will have an enormous 
crop to ship. 

The railroads are getting refrigerator cars 
into the south for carrying the fruit to 
market afd the farmers are giving oc'ccrs 
for haskKets. There has been some delay in 
placing orders for crates and baskets and 
unless heavy orders are given at once it 
wil] be impossible to provide the packages 
for the shipments. 

“The fruit crop of California is a failure 
this year,”’ said Mr. Egan, ‘‘and Georgians 
ought to get good prices for their fruit. 
Plums are not so promising as the peaches 
and the pears are blighted in places, but 
there will be a large pear crop notwith- 
standing. Still, as Georgia will have prac- 
tically no competition, the fruit from this 
state ought to sell at splendid prices.

Municipal Water Board Hold Important 


Meeting Yesterday, . 


WILL IMPROVE SANITATION 


Committee Appointed To Ask Council 


‘ for Appropriation. 


CHANGE IN THE METER REGULATIONS 


City Will Hereafter Charge for Taps 


Instead of for Meters—No Me- 
ters To Be Sold. 


? 

Ter municipal water board held an im- 
portant meeting at the city hall yes- 
terday afternoon. New regulations 

were adopted in regard to the putting in 

of meters and the making of taps, and the 
board determined to supply those districts 
in greatest need with water. 

In the report of Chief Sanitary Inspector 
Veal last year, it was shown that fever 
mostly occurred in districts where well 
water is used. Realizing the’ great impor- 
tance of supplying these districts with city 
water, the water board appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of. President Hillyer and 
the executive committee of the board, yes- 
terday afternoon, to go before the finance 
committee of council and ask for a suffi- 
cinet appropriation to extend water pipes 
to the districts where there is the least san- 
itation and where the residents are solely 
dependent on well water. 

The amount asked for will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $15,000. The board realizes it 
would be an utter impossibility to supply 
every district badly in need of water in the 
city, but the members think this amount 
will largely remedy present difficulties. The 
finance committee will meet some fime next 
week ,when the special committee from the 
water board will be heard, 

Heretofore consumers have been sold me- 
ters by the water department at reasona- 
ble figures. The machines were sold accord- 
ing to their various grades, the majority 
bringing about $12.50 each. Hereafter each 
consumer will be charged $15 for every tap. 
and meters will be loaned to consumers 
free of charge. This is for domestic use 
only. Comparative charges will be made 
for taps calling for larger supplies of water. 

All meters will be placed on the sidewalk 
at the expense of the city, and are to be 
the property of the city. Consumers hav- 
ing worn-out meters may have them ex- 
cfianged for good ones at a cost of $10, with- 
out any charge for taps. 

The new rule goes into effect at once. The 
main change is that the department will 
hereafter charge for taps instead of for 
meters.
